Meanwhile, both of them, or rather the 
of both, seem to ignore entirely 
the most powerful factor in the equation, 
Theodore Roosevelt, who is generally be- 
lieved to have chosen his own successor, and 
to intend to press his claims with character- 
istio energy. and with all the vast influences 
he knows so well how to utilize. If the prest- 
dent is noted for one thing more than for 
another, always excepting his passionate 
patriotism and his hatred of dishonesty, he 
is noted for courage, eandor, and initiative. 
Every one understands, therefore, that if 
he has @ favorite for 1908 he thoroughly be- 
lieves in him and will exploit the cause as 
though it were his own, and this is what he 
will do, you may depend upon it. How far 
the anneuncement may be hastened by this 
Foraker-Fairbanks imbroglio it is too soon 
to predict with confidence, but my informa- 
tion is that it will be hastened considerably. 
I should not be at all surprised were -the 
t to declare himself within the next 
ten days. Certainly he will do so should the 
squabble in question take on serious propor- 
tions and threaten an invasion of his field of 
influence. You may be sure, however, thet 


neither Fairbanks nor Foraker Is his choice, 
He has no ill will toward either one of them. 

It is a case of “not that I love Caesar less 
but that I love Rome more.” Just that, 
Nevertheless, he will make a fight for his 
man, and we all know how Thgodore Roose- 
velt fights when he gets his gun. 


How to Get Officers for Ships. 

One consideration which actuates those who 
object to a great increase of our naval arm- 
ament is the scarcity of available officers. 
Even as things stand, the department has 
at its disposal hardly enough officers for the 
ships already built. What the secretary 
will do when those row In course of construc- 
tion shall have been completed nobody seems 
to know. 

Tt would be sothe relief, of coursd, to call 
home the various favorites who are dangling 
about in foreign capitals as attachés to our 
embassies and . As a matter of 
fact. they should be brougtt back anyhow, 
since their services are of no valve srhat- 
sdever. They are supposed to go to Paris, 
London, Berlin, ete., for the pufpose of col- 

lecting professional information for the ben- 
efit of this government, but everybody knows 
that information of real importance is 
jealously withheld by every foreign nation. 
Whatever we obtain legitimately, there- 

fore, could be obtained through the regular 
diplomatic channels without their interven- 
tion. Whatever we 
must be by a shameful abuse of the hospital- 
ity our officers accept. here ig no con- 
ceivable excuse for the maintenance of these 
army and navy attaché@s tn foreign capitals. 

Their absence depletes the personne! and 
their activities abroad are utterly without 
serious value, and there is a still more ob- 
jectionable aspect of the arrangement, for 
if we send our attachés to Europe, Africa, 
and Asia we incur the obligation of reciproc- 
ity thereby and have, in turn, to entertain 
a whole swarm of foreign officials whose 
business, if they have any at all, Is to dis- 
cover our secrets and to reveal facts which 
it is to our interest to conceal. 


Whole System Demoralizing. 
The whole system is demoralizing and mis- 
chievous, and, as we have seen in the case 


tragedy. But, quite apart from this, we have 
not naval officers enough. The curriculum 


of the naval academy has become so compre- . 


hensive and so exacting that Annapolis is 
turning out a great many learned and accom- 
plished persons who know more about conic 
sections and logarithms than about com- 
manding and fighting ships, while a great 
many fine young fellows who would develop 
into first class flag officials are annually re- 
jected because they don’t know about the 
differential calculus and a lot of other things 
which would be of no sort of service to them 
on the quarter deck or in actual battle. 
Instead of dividing up the boys into special- 
ties, we insist on making them all know 
everything, and the result is we are pro- 
ducing a set of school teachers. I don’t be- 
lieve that George Dewey, or “ Winnie" 
Schley, or Robley Evans, or any of the fight- 
ing captains who have made our navy fa- 
mous in recent years could pass the entrance 
examination at Annapolis today. In fact, I 
know it, for I have heard them say as much. 
It seers to me we have gone mad on “ edu- 
cation.”

spirit of the Russian nation would be in- 
creased rather than deterred by the defeat, 
and that only compuisien will bring the na- 
tion to its knees. ‘aa 

egotiations Already Begun? 

The Graphic in discussing the situation 
says: | | 

“We have reason to believe that the Rus- 
sian foreign office has intimated to the 
French government that the czar is ready 
to entertain negotiations for the 
termination of the war and that commu- 
nications om the subject of mediation now 
are passing between the French and British 
cabinets. The Russian overtures will be com- 
municated to Japan by Great Britain at an 
early date, if, indeed, this step has not been 
taken already. The pacific action of the 
Russian government is understood to be not 
only due to the hopelessness of the military 
situation in Manchuria but also to the great 
difficulties experienced im the negotiations 
for a loan in Paris.” 

Says Peace Is Only Course. — 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
Daily Mail says it seems to be taken for 
granted that nothing now remains but te 
make peace. Many important officials take 
this view. The equipment ef a new army 
of the magnitude demanded by the circum- 
stances is impossible. 

The Vienna correspondent of the Telegraph 
“gays news from St. Petersburg received in 
official quarters in Vienna emphatically de- 
clares there ie no prospect whatever of 
peace. The war party, which persists in con- 
tinuing the war, still has the upper hand. 

Discussing the possibilities of peace, and 
Russia being cowed by the great defeat, the 
Spectator thinks that “despite historic 
precedents it does not follow that the em- 
peror will make peace. He is credited with 
saying that it is only necessary to retire 
behind Baikal, refuse peace, and rebulld the 
forees till he ie again ready for aggressive 
action; and he may well consider this course 
preferable to the shame of being beaten by 
an Asiatic nation and the possible dangers 
to his dynasty involved in making peace on 
the bard terms Japan is likely to demand,”

The hospital 
corps was unable to care for the victimes of 
battle and many hed lain in the open for 
four days. Shops were being closed, hotels 
and restaurants ceased to feed customers,

Declared Honolulu. That Evidence

of Mrs. Leland Stanford was due to strych- 
nine poisoning which: was rendered late last 
night is the subject of much adverse criticism. 
Many persons declare the evidence was lack- 
ing to sustain the conclusion of the jury 
as to.a felonious intent.

Dr. Jordan said that he had hoped he would 
find on arriving that the death of the great. 
benefactress was due to natural causes. 


San Francisco Police Interested. | 

San Francisge, March 10.—The fact 
that the coroner’s jury at Honolulu decided 
that Mrs. Jane Stanford was murdered by 
means of strychnine has added interest to 
the mysterious case. A conference was 
held here today between District Attorney 
Byington and Mountford Wilson, attorney 
for the late Mrs. Stanford, at which all the 
phases of the situation were discussed, and 
it was determined to investigate the matter 
‘to the bottom. 


Not Convinced of Murder. 

Mr. Wilson said: “ Although the coron- 
er’s jury at Honolulu concluded that Mrs. 
Stanford was the victim of murder, we are 
as yet unprepared to accept this judgment as 
final. We have the opinion of a half dozen 
physicians to the effect that the symptoms 
attendant just previous to the death of Mrs. 
Stanford would indicate she died of angina 
pectoris, a disease of the heart, causing the 
most acute agony. This, however, has in no 
way influenced us in the lines vf investiga- 
‘tion pursued in the’ hopes of solving the 
mystery. 

“With great deliberation and thorough- 
ness we have questioned and requestioned 


intimate, with Mrs. Stanford for the last few 
months preceding her death, but thus far we 
have obtained absolutely nothing that would 
justify us in ng arrests.”’ 

All the presént and former members in the 
Stanford household are being watched.

neglect to quarry from his fund of material 
&*joke. which was played.upon him last 
evenitig by Franklin H. Head. 

Mr. Head is president of the Twentieth 
Century club, which gathered in the rooms 
of the Fortnightly to hear Mr. James deliver 
his essay on “‘ The Lesson of Balzac."’ Usher- 
ing the novelist into the warm light of an 
amber shaded lamp between clusters of jon- 
quils and ttlips, President Head advanced 
to the footlights and proceeded’to present 
Mr. James to his worshipful audience. 


Mr. Head’s Little Joke. 


After indulging in a few pleasantries Mr. 
Head said: “ Mr. James’ books are in our 
libraries and we have studied them.” 

At once the novelist looked up and then 
while the worshipful sat amazed he applauded 
vigorously at:the jest. Mr., James settied 
back in his chair and adjusted his glasses, 
while Mr. Head: went on: 

Twenty-five years ago,”’ he 
cago laid claim: to Daisy Miller-and Boston 
-Gid not dispute our claims. In passing Daisy

He said he waa fain to linger 
along the way that led to the sacred shrine, 
and in the long avenue of sculptured figures,

there. Thus he made comment on Jane Aus- 
ten, saying her “ grace of facility "’ was al- 
ways to be admired; picturesquely he de- 
scribed Charlotte Bronte as-.a child of the 
autumn. To Dickens he assigned the morn- 
ing hours and the dingy room flooded with 
sunlight shining through windows that are 
ever dirty. George Eliot, he said, is always 
to be thought of in the sunset hour, when 
the shadows grow long. | : 
_Then, arriving at Balzac, by a slow pro- 
cess of analyzation, Mr. James: placed the 
novel at the top of the vehicles for literary 
expression and set Balzac at the head of 
the novelists. ‘ He referred to the author of 
“Comedie Humaine’’ as the “father of us 
all,” and said ** Balzac never throws dust 
in our eyes, except once in a while, gold. 
Then, concluding by confessing that 
he owes more to Balzac than to all other 
novelists, Mr. James stepped down from the 
platform to be met by a hundred anxious 
women,

Freund defended the charge with the as- 
sertion that the accident was due to careless- 
ness.

within the first year to the extent of 110,000 
copies, The English translation met with 
almost equal success, and when tweive dif- 
ferent transiationg of the work were made, 
putting the book In the hands-of educated 
and reflecting people all over the world, a 
-@torm. of debate arose which tas not yét 
subsided. Dr. Haeckel formulated, as it is 
unnecessary to say, the monistic philosophy, 
that process of reasoning which is this city 
Dr. Paul Carus is the most enthusiastic and 
celebrated exponent, 

At the conchusion of “ The Riddie of the 
Universe Haeckel wrote: “Iam whol- 
ly a child’ of the nineteenth century, and 
with its close I draw the line under my life's 
work.” But it was not possible for a man 
80 inured to concentrated and creative 
thought, so in the habit of debate, to hoid 
his peace when, by a happy accident, his 
old age remained hearty and his brain un- 
impaired. He found himself, haif a decade 
after this declaration, possessed of many 
ideas which he had not recorded—ideas 
which appeared to him to substantiate his 
theory and which were explanatory. In view 
of the enormous following which he pos- 
sessed and of the questions continually 


poured upon him from many sections of the 
globe, he feit it his duty to offer certain 


biological addenda to his theory. This he 
has done in * THE WONDERS OF LIFE,”’ 
now published in: this country by Harper & 
Bros, He is not satisficd with his present 
work, which he refers to as a “ biological 
sketch book.” “There still remains,’ he says, 
“the great design of embracing all the exu- 
berant phenomena of organic life in one gen- 
eral scheme and explaining all the wonders 
of life from the monistic point of view, as 
forms of one great harmoniously working 
universe—whether you calf this nature, or 
cosmos, world, or God.” 

In this book at the conclusion of the chap- 
ters are set in parallel columns tables show* 
ing the antithesis of the two ways of reach- 
ing ideas of truth, the dualistic theory being 
set over against the monistictheory. In thie 
way and in various others the author has 
striven to make clear and concise the ideas

] Mistakably from that class of ideas to which 


they stand opposed. 


There is not space to quote the author tn 
such tntensely interesting matters as the 
seat of the soul, the science of life, the study 
of consciousness, and the investigation of 
immortality. One prefers to quote briefly 
from those pages which relaté te our cus- 
toms and Dr. Haeckel's notions about the 
morality of these customs. He denies the 
marriage is a sacrament, and says: “ Rea- 
son demands the liberation of marriage from 
ecclesiastical pressure. It demands that 
marriage be grounded on mutual love, es- 
teem, and devotion, and that it at the same 
time be counted a social contract; and be 
protected, as civil marriage, by proper legis- 
lation. But when the contracting parties 
find (as so often happens) that they have 
mistaken each other's and that 
they do not suit each other they should be 
free to dissolve the bond. The pressure 
which comes: of marriage being regarded 
as @ sacrament, and which preventg the 


dissolution of unhappy marriages, is merely | 


a source of vice and crime.” 

He commends Schopenhauer for his utter- 
ance: “Clearly there ia nothing in the 
world to which a man has a plainer right 
than his own life and person, It is simply 
ridiculous for criminal justice to deal with 
suicide,” and he holds that “ the voluntary 
death by which @ man puts ah end to in- 
tolerable suffering is really an act of redemp- 
tion.” “The real cause of personal exist- 
ence,” he observes, “‘ is not the favor of the 
Almighty, but the sexual love of one’s earth- 
ly parents; very often the consequence of the 
act of love has been anything but desired. If 
then the circumstances of life come to press 
too hard on the poor being who has thus de- 
veloped, without any fault of his, from the 
fertilized ovum—if, instead of the hoped for 
good. there come only care and need, sick- 
ness and misery of every kind—he has the 
unquestionable Tight to put an end to his 


gufferings by death.”’ 


In this conjunction the author remarks: 


“Our conventional morality is, as so often 


happens, full of senecless contradictions. 
Modern states have introduced conscription ; 
they demand that every citizen shall give up 
his life for his country on command, and 
kill as many other men as he can for some 
political reason or other. But they never 
secure.to each citizen the means of honorable 
existence and free development of tis per- 
senality—not even the right to work by 
which he may maintain himself and family.” 

In his dissertation upon the’ seat of the 
soul he says: “ It is clear that the new born 
infant not only has no reason or conscious« 
nesa but is also deaf; and only gradually 
develops its sense and thought centers. It 
ia only by gradual contact. with the outer 
world that these functions successively ap- 
pear, such as speech; laughing, etc.. Recent 
anatomic observations quite accord with 
these physiological facts. Taken together, 
they convince us that the phronemia is unde- 
veloped in the new born infant; and so we 
can no more speak of a seat wf the soul’ 
than of a ‘humen spirit* as a center of 
thought, knowledge, and consciousness, 
Hence the destruction of abnorma)] new born 
infants—as the Spartans practiced it, for 
instance, in selecting the bravest—cannot 
rationally be classed as ‘murder’ as is 
done in miodern legal works: We ought 
rather to look upon ft as a practice of ad- 
vantage both to the infants destroyed and 
to the community.”’ 

Dr. Haeckel sees no justification for the 


belief in immortality, thougt he admits that | 


of all mystic beliefs this is the most difficult 
to eradicate. Article by article he attacks 
the aposties’ creed. He commends the idea 
of brotherhood advocated by Christianity. 
He does not believe in miracies in any form, 
and he disbelieves in the miraculous birth of 
Christ. One irritating custom of the author 
is to quote frequently from the scriptures in 
support of a theory, when, as a matter of 
fact, believing as he does in the uninspired 
character of the scriptures, their inconsia- 
tencies, and conflicting points of view, it is 
papheaage illogical, and unfair for him to 
80. 


The chapter least satisfactory to a layman 
whom the ingenious comparison of philoso- 
phies and the use of terminology, biological 
and otherwise, cannot edify beyond a certain 
point, is “ The Origin of Life.” A repeated 
reading of this chapter fails to convey any- 
thing to the questioning “ soul” (your par- 
don, Dr. Haeckel) which satisfies its undying 
and poignant curiosity. It is a chapter con- 
taining much learning and no knowledge 
save of a negative character. 


\ a critic of other philosophers Haeckel 
is painstaking, explicit, clear, and generous. 
There appears nowhere in his writings that 
virulence which has characterized many of 


‘his critics, whose animosity has disturbed 


even the philosophic calm of this eager. 
scholar. He displays his wounds and does 
not blush for them. It is not, indeed, only 
religion that has its martyrs. His closing 
words are conciliatory, He spesks with 
high morality and with fine patience. In- 
evitably, he is utterly democratic, and would 


‘not, under any circumstances, be afraid of 


what the best education might do for all 
men. He does not consider it necessary to 
the preservation of states that some men 
should be unhappily subservient to others. 
Perhaps he does not even consider the pres- 
ervation of states an essential to human 
happiness—certainly he does not believe in 
the conflict of states. He has a grave as- 
surance of the irrefutadility of his position 


‘and affirms that the rational sciences with 


exact mathematical basis have been won 
over to monism, and that In the semi-dog- 
matic sciences monism is gaining ground 
day by day, “ so that we may hope sooner or 
later to see the four dogmatic sciences also, 
the strong bulwarks of dualism—sociology; 
politics, jurisprudence, and theology—suc- 
cumb to monism. For the ultimate aim of 
all the sciences can only be the unity of 
their underlying principles, or their har- 
monious unification by pure reason.”

under the stress of more or less alarming worries. 

These hypothetical replies, which are described 
on the tithe page as counsel to offier people's 
eons and daughters,"’’ comprise disctissions of 
various probleme, such as marriage, divorce, edu- 
eation, earning a fiving, socid} proprieties, and 
other matters of more delicacy. There is a goed 
deal of wisdom and some sophistry in the book, 
which is certainly clever and entertaining; but 
it is occasionally fallacious in its conclusions and 
ought to be read only by such persons as may be 
able to think Intefligently and understandingty of 
the questions involved.

Better Weather Makes Transportation 


Less Dificelt and Opportunity to 
Advance Operations Is Eacourag- 


ingly Reflected in Week's Results in’ 


Chiecage District — Buying Empha- 
sizes Confidence in th@ Spring Trade 
and Many Purchases Are Made. 


The weekly review of trade in the Chicago 
district, published by the R..G. Dun & Co. 
mercantile agency, will say: 

Business conditions wete less handicapped, 
weather and transportation having im- 


proved, and the opportunity to advance oper- 


ations is encouragingly reflected in the 
week’s results. These indicate increased de- 
liveries of commodities, better demand for 
necessities and futvre factory output, and 
an enlarging use of bank accommodation, 
Money remained in ample supply, but the re- 
vived commercial borrowing imparted more 
firmness to the discount rate. The market- 
ing of farm products was unusually heavy 
and values suffered a slight impairment. Re- 
ports from the agricultural sections show 
wheat and rye to have come through the 
severe winter without damage ad spring 
work on the farms making progress. 


Foodstuff.Shipments Show Growth. 

Shipments of foodstuffs made the largest 
aggregate in ten weeks, but late buying in- 
cluded littlé flour, corn and provisions mak- 
ing the best showing. The markets for gen- 
eral merchandise were well attended by out- 
side buyers, aad transactions exhibit a larger 
volume than for the previous week. The 
buying bas emphasized confidence in the ap- 
proaching spring trade, and many purchases 
were made on a discount basis. }) Requests 
again were numerous for prompt forwarding 
to the interior of dry goods, footwear, cloth- 
ing, and groceries. Less complaint developed 
/ as to mercantile settlements in the south, and 
local collections were satisfactory. 


Lumber Receipts Are Increased. 


Lumber receipts, 34,904,000 feet, compared 
With 23,404,000 feet in same week last year, 
and the general demand was urgent, espe- 
clally in hardwoods. Receipts of hides were 
6,214,386 pounds, against 2,722,401 @ year 
ago. Values wére sustained notwithstanding 
largely increased supplies, the buying being 
well distributed. Tanning shows ho diminu- 
tion, and the market for leather maintains 
firmness, belting and shoe factory needs con- 
tinuing good. 

Grain dealings exhibit the greatest volume 
thus far this year. Total receipts reached 
6,162,215 bushels, against 4,513,668 bushels 
last week and 4,878,622 a yearago. Theship- 
ments fwere 3,200,809 bushels, an increase 
of 33.2 per cent over the corresponding week 
last year. Flour forwarding made a larger 
showing than last week, and east bound 
shipments of provisions exceeded those of a 
year ago. Receipts of live stock were 328,- 
430 head, against 253,251 head in the corre-. 
sponding week of 1904. The mafkets were 
kept active and the price changes over a week 
ago were slight. Corn and hogs advanced, 
but wheat, hog products, cattle, and sheep 
declined. 


Bank Clearings Are Larger. 


Bank clearings, $194,406,361, were 11.7 per 
cent over those of the corresponding week 
last year. Money exhibited more firmness, 
although the rates for commercial paper re- 
mained quoted at 4 to 5 per cent.
